OVER NINE THOUSAND TAELS 
“OF DRUG DISCOVERED 


The shooting incident on board the 
atenamer Haitan in the early morning 
of Atggust 10 was recalled yesterday, 
when two seamen of the  stcumer, 
Chu Ping-hop, aged 27, and Hul Tsze- 
tin, 37, appeared before Mr. W. 
Schofield at the Ceritral Maglstracy 
charged with doing an unlasvful act 
prepuratary to the export of raw 
opium from the Colony, and posses- 
slon of 9,600 tnels of raw oplum. 


A Coroner's inquiry was held re- 
tently by Mr. Balfour Into the death 
of the Chinese’ sesamin, killed tn the 
shooting by an Indlan guard, and a 
verdict of justifiable homicide «was 
returned, ' ie 


The two men charged yesterday 
were defended by Mr. M, W. Lo, and 
Chief Preventive Oflcer Buller pro- 
secuted, fs ‘ 

Mr. Buller said that on August 10 
P. C. B. 730 was.on duty at Blake 
Pier about 3.40 am. when he heard 
a shot fired In dhe direction of..the 
Douglns Wharf.. He went there and 
met P. C. B. 648, and they boarded 
the steamer Haitan, and 'tween decks 
they saw several packages. On mate 
ing n search they found the sccond 
defendant hiding behind a ventilator, 
and the first defendant inside» 
ventilator. About that time, the 
Captain of the steamer came down, 
and saw a mons feet sticking out 
of a ventilator. . Both defendants 
were taken ‘to the Central Police 
Station ond charged. Altogether 
twenty pnekases were found, con- 
taining; 9,600 tacls of raw opium. 


* Captain’s Evidence 


Captain O, C, Farrar, master of the 
Haltan, said he ivas asleep in his 
bunk when about 3.30 a.m. on that 
day he was enlled by. the ship’s Indian 
Huard, .who mnde a report to him, 
“As a result of the report, he went 
down to- the No. 2 lower ‘tween deck, 
and while going down a lndder saw 
a man's foot sticking out of o ventl- 
lator. He tried: to drag It out, but 
the person inside would not Iet fo, 
so he Ieft, leaving an Indian guard 
to watch the foot. On poling into the 
hold he found three packages wrap- 
ped in sacking, which he saw from 
the shape: were not proper curgo. 
He returned to the lower ‘tween deck, 
and found seventeen more pacakges. 
Ife met the second oMcer who made 
a report to him, and on golng to the 
main deck on the starboard side, he 
saw one of the ship's crew lying on 
deck unconsclous from shot wounds. 
A European Police Officer then ar- 
rived, and took charge of the pro- 
ecedings. Both defendants — were 
members of the crew. 

The hatches were kept. closed at 
night time with tarpaulins over 
them, and {f there war any valuable 
cargo they = were locked. They 
should have been locked on «that 
night, but that) over the starboard 
side gangway had one board lifted 
up. Neither defendants .nor any 
member ‘of the craw had any right to 
be down there ot that time of the 
morning «without. permission’ or 
orders, In the lower hald, witness 
found two ropes, with hooks altached 
to them, hanging down from the up- 
per deck. The hooks were mufMled 
with cloth. The twenty packages 
found were not on the import mani- 
fest of the ship, and could not have 
been on board when the ship arrived: 
in Hongkong. *

. At the present time of economic depression it is 
unlikely that sufficient money could be ‘raised in this 
Colony for the purchase of large dréas for Playing fields. 
The Executive Council Has therefore Had under most 
careful consideration the preparation of a plan which, 
‘while identical.In its main purpose and conception with 
the Home Scheme, will carry with it an dssurance: of 
immediate practical sticcess and of popular acceptance. 
The scheme which has emerged is that Government 
should preserve for public parks with children's play- 
grounds two open spaces, one in Victoria, and the other 
in Kowloon. Both the proposed areas adjoin congested

His Excellency -the Governor has ‘been Informed 

“from many quarters of a general desire that Hong Kong 
’ ghou*d possess a worthy Memorial to His late Majesty. 
King George V. as oe 


in the United Kingdom the National Memorial, 
with royal, approval, will take the form of Playing Fields 
throughout ee country with suitable’ commemorative 
entrance gates. Members of the fighting Services in 
this Colony are subscribing’ to this Home memorial, and 
any civilians who desire to contribute are reminded that 


remittances should be addressed to ‘The King George: 


National Memorial Fund, The Mansion House, London, 
E.C.4," : wy 


At the present time of economic depression it is 
unlikely that sufficient money could be raised in this 
Colony for the purchase of large areas for playing fields, 
The Executive Council ‘has therefore had under most 
careful ‘consideration the preparation of a plan which, 
while identical in its main ‘purpose and conception with 
the Home Scheme, will carry with it an assurance of 
immediate practical success and of popular acceptance. 
The scheme which has ‘emerged is that Government 
should preserve for public parks with children's play- 
grounds two open spaces, one in Victoria and the' other 
in Kowloon. ' Both the proposed areas adjoin’ congested 
districts, and any possible doubts as to thcir potential 
recreative and hygienic value will be speedily dispelled 
by -an evening visit to the existing Southorn Playing 
Ground at Wantsal, ‘ ‘ 


The’ area selected for Victoria is the beautiful 
. garden of the present. Government Civil Hospital, which 
will no longer be required when the Queen Mary Hospital 
opens next year,’ The Maternity Block and Medical 
Officer's quarters can be demolished and there will then 
be room for three playgrounds and (if funds permit) 
for a paddling pool, without encroachment on the fine 
fawn that already exists. The many lovely trees, which 
fuckily escaped mutilation by the recent typhoon, would 
of course be preserved in any future layout. 


In Kowloon there is a sufficiently large unatienated 


space at the Northern end of Canton Road just befdre | 


it joins Jordan Road. !t contains at present some rocky 
hummocks but, given funds, these can be easily levetled 
off or converted into terrace gardens. More would have 
to be done ‘here than at the Civil Hospital, but there is 
no reason why an cqually useful and pleasont result 
should not emerge. 'f, however, this area’ can be 
exchanged for one even more suitable’ the Government 
will consider such an exchange, 


The Government's contribution to the scheme will 
‘be the preservation of these areas as open spaces, their 
preparation and equipment depending upon’ public 
subscription. . The erection of commemorative arches 
or gates, a5 under the Home Scheme, would doubtless 
meet with general approval but (although tentative 
sketch-plans are being got out) the local Scheme is not 
yet. tied to any set design. All subscriptions will be 
handed over to the Urbari Council, and with them will’ 
lie the responsibility’ of getting the fullest value for 
money in the lay-out, equipment and beautification of 
both areas, It is considered that future maintenance 
would be a fair charge on urban revenues and voluntary 
subscriptions will therefore be utilised entirely on initial 
development. :
